| Chile’s Latest Move as.to the 


Refugees.

It Was Caused by a Salute Given the 
Spanish Minister 


When He Brought Two of His Charges 
to the Yorktown. 


Washington Officials Look Upon Chile’s 
Sudden Change of Base Regarding 
the Refugees as Adding In- 
sult to Injury,

Wasuinoton, Jan. 17.—[By the he 
sociated Press.]. Secretary Tracy to- 
night made publicthe following dis- 
patch from Commander Evans of the 
Yorktown, onow at Valparaiso, in re- 
gard to the Balmacedist refugees aboard 
that vessel: 

VALPARAISO (Chile,) Jan. 16. 

The American Minister informs me that 
the Chilean Minister of Foreign Affairs has 
changed his mind about the refugees now 
on the Yorktown, and that they may be ta- 
ken out of any merchant vessel touching on 
any Chilean port by local authority. Ar- 
rangements had been made for all of them 
to sail today, but this change on the part ot 
the Chilean Minister of Foreign Affairs 
compels me to keep them, which crowds me 
very much. Shall I land them at Callao or 
or Malendo, Peru? No steamers from 
here go direct to neutral territory. 

This unexpected act of the Chilean Min- 
ister is due, he states, in part to my salut- 
ing the ences Ministér when he came on 
board to deliver two refugees. I have re- 
quested the American Minister to say to 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs that I am 
responsible to my own Government and not 
to that of Chile in such matters, and that I 
consider his criticism offensive and will not 
accept it. His action seems unworthy of a 
representative of a serious government. 

Signed) EVANS. 

The action on the part of Periera, 
the Chilean Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
in deciding that the refugees might be 
taken out of any merchant’ vessel 
touching at a Chilean port by the local 
authority was a great surprise to offi- 
cialsin Washington. They had been 
led to believe. from the fact that the 
refugees were allowed to ge aboad the 
Yorktown. withont .molestation, that 
they would be permitted to leave the 
country without further hindrance. 
Notwithstanding this set-back to their 
departure there is no doubt they will be 
able to get to neutral territory if the 
Navy Department can bring about such 
a result. 

Secretary Tracy said tonight that he 
will send a reply to Commander Evans 
tomorrow instructing him what to do in 
the matter. He will probably order the 
refugees taken to some place in neutral 
territory by the Yorktown. There was 
no ground for offense to the Chilean 
government in the actgon of Evans in 
saluting the Spanish Minister when the 
latter came aboard to deliver two refu- 

ees who had been under his care. 

‘aval regulations require commanders 
to extend courtesy to visiting digni- 
taries. 

‘his latest move of the Chilean Gov- 
ernment, as voiced by the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. in the present case is 
very unsatisfactory to such officials in 
Washington as are willing to expres¢ 
themselves with respect to the matter. 
It is felt to be a case of adding insult to 
injury. Secretary Tracy evidently re- 
grettéd what had occurred and seemed 
to think it an affront to the Nation.

GOSSIP FROM PARIS, 


The Bulgarian Trouble About Ended— 

Trying to Boom the World's. Fair. 

Paris, Jan. 17.—Constantinople ad- 
vices are to the effect that the Bulga- 
rian government has accepted, with 
slight modifications, the note that the 
Porte proposes to address to France, 
ending the Francu-Bulgarian dispute. 

An unavoidable delay has arisen in 
the conclusion of the treaty of com- 
merce between France and the United 
States. It is now expected that a satis- 
factory settlement will be reached in 
ten uays. Although when it is laid be- 
fore the Deputies the ultra-protection- 
ists will attack the measure, it will se- 
cure a majority. 

According to the latest news from 
Tangier the situation there is’ improv- 
ing. The Sultan agrees to withdraw 
the governor, who is unpopular with 
the malcontent tribes. 

According to L’ Eclaira plot against 
the Sultan of Turkey. has been discov- 
ered in Stamboul; and 3800 persons 
were arrested. 

The Temps announces that the Swiss 
government has assented to temporary 
arrangements with. France by which 
Switzerland concedes the lowest tariff 
on French imports in return for a 
French minimum tariff on Swiss imports.

Bering Sea Negotiations. 

Lonpon, Jan. 17.—The Times says 
that the report that there is a hitch in 
the Bering Sea negotiatious are entirely 
unfounded: The joint commission in 
Washington will prepare a report em- 
bodying all the facts disclosed 
by. the late examination and any 
recommendations upon which  bBrit- 
ish and American representatives 
agree. The whole work will probably 
occupy ten days. Itis believed that 
Sweden, Switzerland and Belgium will 
be asked to name arbitrators, but this 
point is not decided as vet. None of the 
powers concerned have signified any in- 
tention to depart from the arrangement 
agreed upon.

The Duties of Its Governing 
Bodies Defined. 


A Government Loan of $5,000,000 
Favored by the Commission. 


The Local Directory, However, Work- 
ing for an Appropriation. 


Programme of the Week in Congress—The 
House Will Consider Revision ot the 
Present Government Print. 
ing System. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Committee on 
Federal Legislation on the World’s Fair, 
in order to correcta misapprehension 
prevailing as tothe separate duties of 
the World’s Columbian Commission and 
the World’s Columbian Exposition, has 
issued an address in explanation of the 
true relations of the two bodies and de- 
fining the position of each with refer- 
ence to the proposed $5,000,000 loa 
or appropriation for the World’s Fair. 
The address cites the fact that the com- 
mittee is charged with the introduction 
and support before Congress of meas- 
ures enabling the commission to carry 
out the responsibilities of the Gevern- 
ment for the World’s Fair. The ad- 
dress continues: 

The World's Columbian Exposition is a 
corporation under the laws of Illinois, and 
is frequently calied the “local directory’ 
or “Chicago directory,"* The World's Co- 
lumbian Commission is generally known as 
the ‘‘National commission.”’ e Illinois 
corporation is charged with the au ty of the 
selection of suitable sites and with the ex- 
penditure, as agent of the people ef Chicago, 
of the $10,000,000 raised by citizens of 
that city: -The commission, which repre- 
sents the National Government, is charged 
with the duty of generally directing the 
Exposition. 

The address then gives in detail the 
various minor duties of each organi- 
zation, and reviews the work of each, 
the appointment of commissions, selec- 
tion of officers, etc., and says: 

As the city of Chicago raised $10,000.- 
000, and as about $17,000,000 is neces- 
sary to actually defray the expenses, the 
National Commission is requested by the 
local directory to indorse the request it 

roposed to make to Congress for a loan of 
85. 000,000. This request the commission 
thinks but proper and indorses it, cond- 
tioned upon such terms as Congress might 
impose. However, the directory having 
now decided to ask Congress for an out- 
right appropriation of $5,000,000 instead 
of aloan of that sum, and the National 
Commission not having taken any action 
upon the last proposition (an outright ap- 
priation) the Committee on Federal Levis- 
lation on the World's Columbian Exposition 
does not feel called upon to take any part 
for or against the proposition, which would 
in any sense commit the National €ommis- 
sion or its Board of Control to the same. 
The committee will certainly say nothing 
to Congress on the subject. 

The address concludes with a short 
review of the work done on the ground 
and with an assurance that every- 
thing will be ready for the dedication 
October 12. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 17.—Director-General

Rev. Will A. Knighten, pastor of 
Simpson Methodist Episcopal Church, 
delivered a powerful sermon yesterday 
morning from First Timothy, xxx:16, 
“And without controversy, great 
is the mystery of Godliness. God 
was manifest in the flesh, justi- 
fied in the spirit, seen of angels,

Electricity in Storms. 

Many reports of curious electrical 
phenomena in connection with the 
windstorm which prevailed early in 
December are coming to the public. 
People at Azusa, who happened to be 
out of doors at night when the wind 
was blowing. great guns, saw abund- 
ant evidences of electric disturbance. 
One party reports seeing a tree which 
seemed to be illuminated from top to 
bottom, every branch presenting a line 
of fire. Another noticed sheets of fire 
flitting past him as he walked. Others 
saw ballsof fire and. flashes like light- 
ning. 

It is a question with meteorologists as 
to what part electricity plays as a_pro- 
moter of storms, some holding that it is 
the real moving principle in all 
atmospheric disturbances. The “high”? | 
and the “‘low”’ of the typical storm wave 
are likened. to an electric couple, one 
representing the positive and the other 
the negative pole. Thus, it is held that : 
a complete‘electrical circuit is formed 
between the earth and the upper atmos- 
phere, the current passing through the 
positive and negative poles as around a 
great wheel. The rising current in the 
center of the storm wave, it is claimed, 
tends to lift the atmosphere, making it 
light and recording this fact in the low 
barometer. The falling current, omthe 
other hand, carries the atmosphere 
down with it, renders it heavy and in- 
duces the high parometer. 

But, aside from the part which elec- 
tricity plays in the primary phenomena 
of storms, if we take the experience re- 
corded ats Azusa under. consideration 
we may readily understand how the 
electric flashes were produced.

It is probable that, in the philosophy 
of the future, electricity will be identi- 
fied with storm movements much more 
generally and more intimately than it 
has ever been hitherto, and then, per- 
haps, we: ‘shall know better what causes 
storms and how to tell when they are 
coming.

For those who wish to see a full and 
thorough investigation of the Whittier 
Reform School scandal it is reassuring 
to know that Judge Smith has taken 
official cognizance of Expert Guinn's 
report and that he has referred it to 
the District Attorney.

A throttle valve givés'the gas entrance 
into the cylinders, and it is exhausted, 
not into the open air as steam is, but 
into the water. So’great is the affinity 
which the water has for ammonia that 
the gas is absorbed immediately and 
becomes aqua-ammonja—the ammonia 
of commerce—so quickly that there is 
little or no back er against the 
piston head. 

From tests madeat Nvavlods times with 
the plant in Jackson Park it was found 
that the cost of faél alone for making 
anhydrous ammonia from aqua-ammonia 
was 0.3624 cents per gallon, and the 
total cost for fuel and labor was 1.0624 
cents per gallon. 

Three gallons 6f anhydrous. amuionié 
are used to run’one'mile with the motor 
alone carrying sixteen passengers, and 
five gallons when the motor draws four 
cars. When running six miles hour 
the motor develops twenty-seven horse 
power, and seventy-five horse power at 
150 pounds pressure will send it Attees 
miles an hour. 

There are no fumes, or 
as no actual fuel of any kind is used on 
the motor, as it is, in fact, a motor op- 
erated by stored power.:

rows. The noise made by these men is 
thought to have given rise to the sto- 
ries of the renewal of the ghost dance. 

The Indians of the Territory never 
joined the craze which affected the 
Sioux last winter, notwithstanding the 
fact that at that time the report was 
sent out that the Territory Indians were 
dancing and making threats against the 
whites. When the Messiah craze was 
on a committee of Indians was sent

even know that he is working in his be- 
half. Some of Graves’ friends, though, 
are defraying the detective's expenses, 
and have promised to award him richly 
should his efforts to save Graves’.neck

Wood is confident that Graves will be 
cleared. ‘*Why,’’ he said, as he pointed 
toward the innocent-looking satchel, ‘'I 
have affidavits there that tell who the 
real murderer is.’’ 

Wood said he weuld leave in a day or 
two for Los Angeles, where there are 
some other persons whom he wished to 
see. He says he will go to Denver with 
nearly thirty affidavits which will tend 
to clear Dr. Graves.

An Important Bill Introduced in Con. 
gress by Representative Caminetti. 
A Washington special of the 14th to 
the San Francisco Chronicle says: 
Congressman Caminetti has prepared a 


It will prohibit 
the interstate transportation of trees, 
plants, vines and al! nursery stock infected 
with scale insects,codlin moth or other 
pests, with their eggs or larve. 

The bill provides heavy penalties for vio- 
lations of the law and covers every loophole 
of escape so well that violations will be ex- 
tremely hazardous. Owners or agents who 
ship infecced trees or plants are liable to a 
fine of $1000 or imprisonment for one 
year, or both. Railroad, ship, steamship, 
express or other transportation companies, 
if caught in the act of shipping such trees 
or plants from one State or Territory into 
another are aiso liable to pay a penalty of 
$1000. It is not necessary to convict them 
ofa specific act of carrying from one State 
to another, but if dangerous trees are found 
in their possession, consigned to another 
State or Territory, suMiciéat proot will 
have been acquired to convict. The pen-

Railroad Scheme. 


Angeles County. 


La Canyada People Still Working for 


TO Foster the Shipments of Nursery 
Stock—A Merry-g»-round Rail- 
road Time Card—Local 

Notes. 

From one point of view it would be 
very desirable to have that San Diego 
county road project carried through 
successfully. The construction of a 
wagon road, and subsequently a railroad 
upon the roadbed to be afforded by it, 
on the route as mapped out might be 
considered a good move in more ways 
than one. ASan Diego citizen has dis- 
covered that if the new railroad is built 
from the city by the bay to San Jacinto 
the northern terminus would be little 
more than a dozen miles from the 
Sonthern Bacific main line, and that 
company would, most likely, run a 
branch down to connect with it. Then 
that company would draw the traffic 
from the region thus opened up and 
either haul itto San Pedro for trans- 
shipment or take it directly east by the 
Sunset route. In either case, asks the 
citizen referred to, how is San Diego 
to .profit by the (scheme? He 
evidently belongs to that divis- 
ion of San Diego county citizens 
who see no good in any railroad project 
which does not provide a direct eastern 
route from the town of Bay’n’climate 
through the desert back county to Yuma 
or thereabouts. He is afraid that if the 
road is built northward as now designed 
it will be Los Angeles county that will 
be profited, and not San Diego county. 
Viewed in that light it would seem to 
be highly desirable that at the approach- 
ing election the proposition to bond the 
county for making the road should be 
carried by a sufficent majority. 

FOR A ROAD TO LA CANYADA. 
The people of the town of La Cres- 
centa and the whole of La Cafiada Val- 
ley are still moving enthusiastically in 
the matter of securing an extension of 
tne Terminal road to their fertile coun- 
try. Ata popular meeting held in La 
Crescenta, onthe 12th instant, it was 
resolved to tender to the railroad com- 
pany free right-of-way into the valley, 
and hold forth other inducements to se- 
cure the desired road. At that meet- 
ing those present related their experi- 
ences in fruit raising, to show what 
could be produced for shipment, and re- 
lated also other natural resources 
which could be counted on -for trafic, 
The meeting also passed resolutions in- 
viting the Terminal officials to visit the 
region and see for themselves. Six cit- 
izensof the valley held another meet- 
ing in this citv Saturday, at the office 
of Will D. Gould, and a committee 
called upon General Manager Burnett. 
One citizen tenders his mountain of 
stratified building stone to the railroad, 
giving to the company all the stone 
wanted for a period of ten years. 
AN UNIQUE TIME CARD.. 
It is more than likely that no other 
railroad in the world can exhibit so 
unique a time card as the one issued 
yesterday by the Southern California as 
a supplement to time table No. 11. 
This supplement gives the schedules of 
the trains on .he loop or belt road run- 
‘ning from San Bernardino through the 
towns on the circuit. All time cards 
are more or less confusing to the aver- 
age run of people, but here is one that 
literally has neither beginning or end- 
ing, as the trains starting from San 
Bernardino keep.on going until they 
are back at the starting point. Even 
experienced railroad men will be puz- 
zled by this particular card, 
SCRAP HEAP. 
It is announced by the Southern Pa- 
cific general freight department that 
the freight rate te Redlands will be 214 
cents per 100 in addition to the rate to 
Nahant, or, as it is called now, Red- 
lands Junction. 


According to the Phoenix papers the 
Santa Fé people are pushing their sur- 
vey from Ash Fork to Prescott, and the 
Southern Pacific is moving northward 
from Phoenix. This looks as though a 
collision is imminent on the Arizona 
plains. . 


The Santa Fé Company has finished 
near Duarte an immense stone dyke one 
mile long and having a sixtcen-foot 
base and ten-foot truncation, with a 
protective wing dam near the railroad 
bridge. The ponderous boulders used 
for the base line were hauled on heavy 
stone-sleds, the filling and superstruct- 
ure being made of smaller stones. The 
railroad people are hoping that this will 
save the bridge from future fleods. 

Superintendent J. A. Muir, of the 
Southern Pacific, advises all trainmen, 
agents and others concerned, that ship- 
ments of nursery stock over the lines 
of this company must receive especial 
attention and be forwarded as expedi- 
tiously as possible. He says that the 
prompt movement of nursery stock is, of 
vital importance, not only to the rail- 
road company, but for the Southern 
California fruit region, for the encour- 
agement of this class of. traffic will 
bring its reward in increased shipments 
later. 


' THE EAST SIDE. 


The Electric Road and the Buena Vista 
Street Bridge—Notes. 

A petition which has-been putin cir- 
culation by the friends of the Electric 
Company has been largely signed within 
the last few days. The petition, which 
is addressed in the usual form, to the 
honorable the city dads, is in effect a 
request that the company refused to be 
allowed the temporary privilege of 
crossing with their lines on the Buena 
Vista street bridge, the conditions sug- 
gested being that “the said company 
shall, within a limited time (nine 
months,) provide a suitable bridge of its 
own,’ 

This proposition is meeting with con- 
siderable favor, the general belief 
being that unless some such movement 
is carried through the road will be al- 
lowed the unconditional use of the 
bridge: which with, the present narrow 
roadway, is acknowledged to be en- 
tirely inadequate to do service both as 
a viaduct for electric motors and asa 
public thoroughfare, It is expected 
that the petition above referred to will 
be presented to the City Council at its 
sitting this morning. | 

Those~ opposed to granting the right 
recognize the undoubted fact thatif the 
electric road once gets its track on the 
bridge, under the pretense of tem- 

rary occupancy, it will.in all proba- 
ility remain there permamtiently, judg- 
ing from experience in such matters. 
lt is alsqg understood that even if the 
privilege should be granted there is no 
assurance that the builders of the line, 
the Pacific Rolling Mill.Company, will 
pee with the work, as that company 
salready notified the Consolidated

The Question Regarding Federal Fran- 
chises Before the Supreme Court, 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Sat- 
urday has the following: 

Argument was commenced before the Su.

case of the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco against the Western Union Telegraph 
Company by ex-Judge Carpenter of Los An- 

eles, 

: The question involved is whether the city 
and county of San Francisco. or rather the 
State of California, can tax a franchise fur 
public purposes granted by the United 
States Government to a corporation: ~~~ 

The ang) | cited many authorities to 
show that a State-has no authority to tax 
any agency of the Government. He 
claimed that his client was such an agent. 
Under the actof 1866 there were certain 
stipulations with the company requirin 
thein to transmit Federal messages an 
give precedence to’ them over other busi- 
iness, and the Government reserved the 
right to purchase the plant five yearsthere- 
after if it was so desired. Thus theinter- 
ests of the Government were thoroughly 
protected. ‘An effort was made,"’ said 
counsel, “to tax.the. Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company. But it was found that 
under the franchise they were compelled 
to transport soldiers and munitions of war 
on certain terms and conditions. ._Hence 
the corporation was-an agent of the Gov- 
ernment, and the Supreme Court he.d that 
the State had no right to levy the taxin 
question.’
